others. Thoſe that have always —— 
for the Liberty of Scotland, and ſuffer'd un- 
der Engliſh Invaſions, are for it; and I think, 
it is for their own Honour, and they need 
nothing to recommend them and their 
Families to Poſterity, wheft che Fruit of this 
Union ſhall be more viſible, than to have it 
wrote on their Grave-Stones and Monu- 
ments, That they ealon ſiy promoted the Union 
of Britain. 

The Myftery is no leſs to think, what 
ſhould make the poor labouring People in 
Scotland afraid of the Union z whoever are 
Loſers by it, they muſt be Gainers ; theic 
Condition cannot be worſe than it is now, 
their Miſecies will certainly have an End, 
the Improvement of Scotland muſt infallibly 
begin with them. 

The preſent Poverty of Scotland iodeed 
lies here, and here only; the Barrenneſs and 
Coldneſs of the Country and Climate is a 
Jeft, that would ſoon be explain'd and ex- 
punged ; there wants nothing but Liberty 
and Induſtry to recover Scotland, and make 
her quite another thing, than ſhe is now, 

Ti my Opinion, the Union will effeAu- 
ally bring this Improvement on the Stage; 
thoſe that talk of Exgland enſlaving Scor- 
und, and oppreihng them, talk they know 
not what; England oppreſſes nor enſlaves 
no body, her Property is Freedom, and the 
Nature of her Conftitution makes it im - 
pofible, and therefore to ſuch I recommend 
the following Story. 

About the Year ... in the Reign of King 
Fames IV. of Scotland, and juft about the 
Time of bis Marriage withMargeres of Eng- 
land, Daughter to Henry VII. a Woman 
brought forth a range Monſter, at or pear 
the City of Glaſeow, it was from the Navel 
downward a Man-Child, one 2nd entire in 
Shape.

and which was yet more wonderful, it had a 
Diviſion of Souls, two Hearts, ſeparate and 
ſometimes oppoſite Wills, Paſſions and Af. 
fections; and this ſo apparent, that ſome 
times one fide would quarrel with its Neigh- 
bour, and almoſt fight. . 

The Hiſtorical Part of this Hiftory is at- 
tefted to my Hand by Bucbanan, and in 
particular in Drummond's Hiſtory of the 
James 5, P. 203. The Creature was brought 
up at the King's Charge, and lived twenty 
eight Years. | 

From this ſtrange Story, I preſume to ar- 
gue a little about this Union, to which it 
ſeems to mea yerynatural Allegory. 

Here are two Nations, they are already 
tied together in all the Foundation Parts ; 
they ſtand upon the ſame Legs, go upon 
the ſame Feet, and are inſeparably joia'd in 
thoſe Parts, which are the Support and 
Strength of the Body ; but they are divided 
in their upper Part, have two Conftications, 
two Digeſtions, two Wills, and too much 
oppoſite Inclinations. : 
Now ſuppoſe, when this Monſter was 
pleaſed to be angry with it ſelf, or one 
Part, according to Mr. ,, interfer'd with 
another, a Man had come, and whiſpering 
to one of the Heads, ſhould tel} it, he would 
direct it, how it ſhould effectuahy ſubdae 
the other, and deftroy it; and the Thing 
ſhould be ſo focliſh as to hearken to irs own 
Paffion, and the malicious Propoſal ; What 
would be the Conſequence ? Would it not 
be, that, being unable to ſeparate it (elif 
from the Part which it had ruin'd, the Mor- 
tallity of the other would deſcend to tbe 
Parts that were eſſeutial to both, and com- 
municating Corruption to them, the Con- 
tag ion would aſcend, the Whole muſt die, 
and the Wretch become Felo de ſe. 

The Application of this is too plain to 
need the leaſt TWuftration from me, I leave 
it to the Conſideration of all Britain; but 
eſpecially I recommend ic to them, that 
think, England, when united, can cruſh 
Scotland, when ſhe is a Part of her ſelf, 
withour feeling the mortal Effects of it to 
ber own Proſperity. 
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Hen I have ſo often talk'd of the 74 
cobites attempting to bring the 
Presbyterians in Scotland into Averiiuns a- 
gainſt the Union; and after I have firſt 
blam'd, and a little laugh'd at the ridicu- 
lous Folly of the one nde tor attempting it, 
and expecting any Succ2(s from it; and at 
the other for being drawa into ſuch an Ab- 
ſurdity, I muſt at the ſaine time not be ſup- 
poſed to deny, bur they bave ia lome mea- 
ſure been drawn ia; and therefore I ſhall 
not attempt to excuſe the Folly ot one, any 
more than the Knavery of the other, 

And to me a brief Dialogue, which I bad 
the Pleaſure of bearing lately between a 4 
cobite and an Ante-Union Presbyrerian, de- 
ſerves ſome Remark. | 

Well, ſays the Facobite to the Pres- 
terian, | hope now, you begin to ſee, hi- 
ther you are all a going ? : 

Prof.. Why, where are we a going? 

Jac. To Slavery and abſolute SubjeRion 
under Pretence of Advantages, Trade, and 
I know not how many fine Stories ? 

Preſ. What, you mean by the Union, 
don't you? I confeſs, 1 do not like it. 

Fac. Like it! I don't know how you 
ſhould; I am pleas d to ſee, that you Prezby- 
teriant, hen you might have had Liberty of 
Coaſcience in its full Exteat, aad enjoy'd all 
the Security you could have wiſh'd for, 
ſhould now run headloag into a Snare of 
Bondage, the ſame you made a Pretence 
of todethrone your King. 

Preſ. 1 don't know what to ſay it, indeed 
I don't like it! Tam afraid, "tis all a Saare, 
and the Church will be ruin d : 

Ju, Ay, you deſerve to have it ruin'd, if 
you are ſuch Fools to ſtand til, and let all 
your Confiitution be blown up at once, and 


your civil and religious Rights go all at a 
Cla 

Preſ Why, what can ae do? 

Fac. Do . what do you uſe to do in 
ſuch Caſes ? — Take Arms, and join your 
Friends ; that, tho' you have not deſerv'd 
it from them, will aſſiſt and ſtand dy you, 
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rather than ſee you ſwallow'd up in this 


Manner, 

Preſ. That's a hard Choice, we do not 
know what to determine; your Party will 
bring ia Popery and French Tyranny. 

F&. And this Party will bring ia Biſhops 
upoa you, which you hate as bad. But 
come, what will you (ay, if we will join 
with you in pure Charity to your Condition, 
and to prevent your Deftruftion ? 

Preſ. That would be great indeed, but 
no body will believe, you will top there 

Fac. Yes, we vill ſtop there; and rather 
than you thall be thus bubbled, we will all 
ſtand by you; perhaps a Time may offer, 
when either you or we ſhall be wiſec ; it you 
will be true to your ſelves, we will all aft 
and direct you. | 

Prej. How will you aſſiſt us? 

Fac. Why, we will vote for you, addreſs 
againft the Unien for you, ſtruggle for Se- 
curity for you, fight for you, or aoy thing 
for you to break the Union off, that you may 
not beruia'd; and if you will be advis'd 
by us, you ſhall not fail of Succeſs. 

Preſ. Well, you ſpeak fairly, what 
" os you _ us take ? j 
all your Friends, Minifiers' and all — 
that are coaviac'd of the 1njury of it, to rait 
againft it, preach and pray Zaiof it, and 
fill che Peoples Heads with the A 
ſions of the terrible Conſequences of it, and 
this will prepare the People all over the 
Kingdom to oppoſe it allarm; their Heads, 
tis no matter whether they underſtand it 
or no; the leſs they uadetſtand of it, the 
detter. f 

Preſ. Well, this will make them uneaſie; 
but what Effect will it have? 

Fac. Why, it will open their Eyes, that 
they will ſce, where they and all theic 
Church is a going z and then when they lee 
the Vit, let chem alone for falling into it.
